MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 

SUBJECT: Director's Appearance before Senate Armed 
Services Committee 


1. This morning, the Director appeared before the Senate Armed 
Slervices Committee to testify regarding allegations contained in an 
article in the November 1973 issue of Harper's magazine entitled "The 
Cold War Comes Home" by Andrew St. George. Mr. St. George had 
appeared first, from approximately 1000 hours until 1145 hours, in 
executive session. Mr. Colby's appearance was also in executive session, 
lasting from approximately 1145 hours to 1230 hours and a transcript 

was taken.
